Byng is less like the resounding cogno- 
men of a titled Briton, than the name of an eccentric character in 
Dickens. Nevertheless, it caused considerable noise in British 
naval and military history even before the present owner made it 
immortal at bloody Vimy. He is the seventh son of the secorid Earl 
of Stafford and the descendant of noblemen who were constantly 


in the limelight on sea and land, : Pa

ing coup if he had not been at the head of 100,000 fearless lads, 
everyone of whom was a volunteer and a dyed-in-the-wool patriot.

That public interest in astronomy is 
not especially keen may be inferred 
from the general indifference that pre.

likely to. Sometimes people get ‘vo 
thinking about comets, and the idea of 
these s'zable massees rushing about 
through space suggests collisions and 
alarms those whose minds dwell on the 
possible result of an earth-vcrsus-com- 
et right of way dispute, 

There was some worrying done in 
1910, when the rumor got abroad thav 
our planet was to pass through the 
tail of Halley’s comet, with all sorts 
of possible consequences, . But Hal- 
ley’s qomet was so disappointing that 
it is hard for any comet now to get 
much attention. 

At its nearest point to the earth 
Winnecke’s comet was 10,000,000 miles 
away. It has not yet reached the 
etage in its course where we may ex- 
pect. showers of meteorites. That hap- 
pens when the comet’s tail comes and 
gives, as it were, a farewell flip in the 
earth’s direqtion, The astronomers 
say that evenings around June 27 will 
be good occasions for observing shoot- 
ing stars, but they make no definite 
promise of celestial fireworks.

tory. In anciént times the coming of 
a comet was considered sure prophecy 
of some dire event to follow in its 
train.
